“Ali Kaiju...All the Time!” is our 
unofficial slogan for G-FEST this year, and it 
certainly applies. From kaiju eiga (movies) to 
games, to filmmaking and spfx, art, models, 
costumes, contests and panels and 
presentations, and of course a huge room fuli 
of kaiju goodies for sale, G-FEST surely 
offers everything that any fan of Godził la 
could hope to find in a single place on a single 
weekend. 

We are also very pleased to 
welcome the participation of some major 
companies that make kaiju a part of their daily business, such as Toy 
Vault, Media Blasters, IDW Publishing, and Goohead.com.

FAN #33. But many of Godzilla’s admirers are too young to have any 
memory of that. 

The entry of new members, the youth, is what keeps a fan 
base strong. That, and the expectation that the futurę will bring new 
twists and thrills to those who avidly follow the exploits of our 
favorite radioactive superstar. I hope that G-FEST can continue to 
play a role in introducing the marvels of Japanese monsterdom to the 
next generation of fans, and I thank all those who help puli it together 
year after year, for their dedication to their fandom. 

One reason that G-FEST is such a happy time is that all its 
attendees are united by their “childlike” appreciation for the spectacle, 
fantasy, and fun that the concept of “kaiju”entails. Time goes by and 
our bodies age, but like Godzilla himself, our spirits remain forever 
youthful and strong. Thanks for coming.

Shinji Higuchi is 
a director and special 
effects director most 
known to G-fans for his 
incredible work on the 
Heisei Gamera trilogy 
from 1995 to 1999. He 
started out as one of the 
founding members of the 
anime studio Gainax, 
lending his writing, art 
direction, and story 
boarding skills to the popular series Neon Genesis Evangelion. In 
2001, he contributed FX supervision for Godzilla, Mothra and King 
Ghidorah: Giant Monsters All-Out Attack. Mr. Higuchi madę his 
directorial debut in 2005 with the release of the Science Fiction/World 
War II epic Lorelei. Since then, he has also directed the remake of the 
classic Toho disaster film Sinking ofJapan, and The Last Princess , a 
re-telling of Akira Kurosawa’s The Hidden Fortress. 

Because of his innovative spfr work on kaiju eiga, which 
combined traditional tokusatsu techniques with Computer generated 
imagery, Mr. Higuchi revolutionized the genre. For this work, he is 
being homored with the Godzilla Society’s coveted Mangled 
Skyscraper Award.

Hiroyuki Watanabe is an 
actor whose career spans a variety 
of media familiar to kaiju eiga fans. 

He madę his tokusatsu debut with 
Gamera Guardian of the Universe 
in 1995, and also madę 
appearances in the two follow up 
sequels, Gamera 2: Advent of 
Legion and Gamera 3: Revenge of 
Irys. In 1999, he portrayed 
commander Akio Ishimuro in the 
Ultraman Gaia TV series, and also

went on to play Yutaka Hirose in Godzilla, Mothra and King 
Ghidorah: Giant Monsters All-Out Attack in 2001. Mr. Watanbe most 
recently appeared as Kamen Rider Gaoh in the Kamen Rider Den-O 
series and movie. 

Mr. Watanabe’s carreer as an actor (and producer) spans morę 
than thirty years and dozens of roles that are not directly related to 
the kaiju eiga genre.

NOTED 








In 1993, western fans of Godzilla and other Japanese mon- 
sters discovered a rallying point for their hobby in a new fanzine 
called G-FAN. Created by Canadian high school teacher and long-time 
Godzilla fanatic J.D. Lees, the bimonthly ‘zine gained popularity, and 
finally “went national” with issue #9. 

By the summer of 1994, many of the people who had come 
on board by submitting articles and art to G-FAN decided it was time 
to meet face to face. A “Friends of G-FAN” meeting was organized for 
the Labor Day weekend at a Howard Johnson’s outside Chicago, and 
attended by about twenty hardy souls. Though they had never met 
one another before, the sharing of experiences, Godzilla memories, and 
collectibles created an instant rapport. Such a good time was had that 
a full-fledged convention was suggested for the summer of 1995. The 
meeting took place in the Radisson Hotel Arlington Heights, and was 
repeated in 1996, and at the Wyndham Hotel in ‘97, and ‘98. In 1999 
and 2000, G-FEST moved to Califomia, then returned to the Radisson 
in 2001. Outgrowing the hotel, the convention moved “down the 
Street” in 2004 to the Crowne Plaża. 

Over the years, many features have been added to G-FEST 
that have proved popular with attendees year after year. A highlight of 
G-FEST is always the Modeling Thread, organized and staged by Stan 
G Hyde. Modeling instruction has become a stand-alone, two-day 
event, and the Model Contest is always a focal point of interest. 

Other contests have also been mainstays over the years. The Costume 
Paradę has always been popular, and has grown under the steward- 
ship of Paul Gavins, now offering its own award for costume crafts- 
manship, the Foamie! From the Costume Thread has sprung the 
tokusatsu Thread, actual filming of kaiju scenes and movies, allowing 
G-FEST attendees to “live the dream” of monster filmmaking 

The amateur video contest, musie video contest, art show, 
gaming, video gaming, and Artists Alley all add to the variety of events 
at G-FEST. Activities for kids are staged in Minya’s Place, a room of 
crafts and activities (created by Ron Lipecky) aimed at younger fans. 

In recognition of special contributions madę by individuals to 
the production and/or promotion of the Japanese monster genre, 1999 
saw the introduction of The Mangled Skyscraper Award. Every award 
is crafted by Gene Rizzardi (head of the model-making crew on 
Godzilla) based on an idea by Stan Hyde and a design by J.D. Lees. 
Each year, the Mangled Skyscraper is presented at a special cer- 
emony. Past recipients are Forrest J Ackerman (‘99), Koichi Kawakita 
(‘00), and Greg Shoemaker (‘01), Stan Hyde (‘02), Gamera creator and 
director Noriaki Yuasa (‘03), Godzilla spfx chief Teruyoshi Nakano 
(‘04), super-fan tumed film director Yoshikazu Ishii (‘05), our own 
Robert Scott Field (‘06), Dino Don Glut (‘07), Haruo Nakajima (‘08), 
Kenji Sahara (‘09) and Akira Takarada (2010). 

One of the hallmarks of G-FEST has always been its friendly 
and relaxed atmosphere. It is truły a convention staged by fans, for 
fans, heavily dependent on volunteers. Though Godziłla’s admirers are 
many, we are scattered widely, and often find it difficult to connect 
with others who share our passion. G-FEST offers the opportunity to 
enter a world of kaiju toys, games, activities, contests, and camarade- 
rie. Make the most of the experience, you’re among friends! 

If you have ideas or suggestions for G-FEST, there is a session 
on Sunday to discuss exactly that. If you wish to become morę 
involved in the planning or staging of the convention, please feel free 
to offer your talents. 

For many people, G-FEST has become a warm and welcoming 
experience where age differences are irrelevant.

(Just 
stay on River Rd.) You will be driving along a forest preserve, 
and after passing Axehead Lakę, you come to Touhy Ave.

are the other cross streets). You need to tum right at the 
intersection and the theater will be right there, then it is every 
man for himself for parking.

There is a metered 
parking lot almost right across the Street which is free after 
hours (for the Friday and Saturday night showings). You may 
also park on the residential streets to the west of the theater. 


Driving time from the hotel should be 15 minutes max.

John Weber will take good care of you in the Model Show 
room, but also please take good care of John. 

Entries can be broughtdown on SATURDAY MORNING by 
9:00. Please do not leave models in the room if it should be 
unattended when you arrive, and please make surę you fili out a 
model entry form. 

Models are judged on Saturday night after the room has 


been closed to the public. We are happy to have your model on 
static display and removed before judging, but we will be unable 
to judge it for the contest. 

Contest winners are announced atthe banqueton Sunday. 
We care about your models, but we also don’t want to baby-sit 
them Sunday afternoon. Models can be removed any time on 
Sunday, but please remove them after the banquet so our staff 
can have some time to relax. Thank you very much.

For those who are interested in entering the G-FEST Model 
Show, here’s some information on what you should consider entering 
ANDwhatthejudgesare looking at. 

JUDGING CRITERIA: The Judges are not interested in their own 
favorite monsters, how much money you spent on your kits, or even - 
to a degree - if your paint job is “accurate” or not. So what are they 
looking at? 

1. How well did you build it? Are there visible seam lines that have not 
been hidden? Are there production imperfections - flash or resin 
bubbles, for example - that have been left on the kit without being 
fixed? Are there glue tracks or other areas where you messed up 
when building and did not repair? HOW WELL-BUILT IS YOUR KIT? 
That’s the first thing the Judges look at. 

Special circumstances: 

la. Ifyou sculpted your figurę, how anatomically correct is it? 
(Granted, this is a giant monster we’re talking about, but nevertheless, 
certain rules ofstructure apply.) Doesthefigure’s pose, the 
suggested idea of ifsmuscles and skeleton, seem realistic? Isit 
dynamie? Sometimes a dynamie but stylized pose wins out over a 
morę realistic interpretation, but the “wow” factor is a part of the 
judging. HOWWELL CONCEIVEDAND SCULPTED IS YOUR 
SCRATCH-BUILTFIGURE? 

l b. Ifyou remodeled a toy orexisting model kit, which is allowed by 
the rules, rememberthatyou’re doing something that liesbetween kit- 
building and sculpting... soall the rules apply. Ifyou altered a pose so 
that the stance of the kit now seems impossible (or at least very 
painful)forthe kaiju, you are probably running afoul of some sculpting 
rules. Ifyou left visible alteration marks, wads of glue or ragged vinyl, 
you are probably running afoul of the model-building rules. We have 
seen some INCREDIBLE TOY ALTERATIONS at G-FEST (and some of 
you probably thought they were high-priced model kits) but be 
warned. Toyalterationtakessomemoxie.HOWDIDYOUALTER 
YOURTOY AND DID YOU IMPROVE IT WHEN YOU ALTERED IT? 

2. Painting is probably the thing that makes a kit stand out the most at 
a show. Although there isn’t space to go over the techniques of 
acrylic, enamel, and oil painting... or dry-brushing and wash 
techniques... not to mention the special uses of inks, iridescient paint, 
and other FX paints... WELL, WE DO HOŁD ROUND THE CONVENTION 
DEMO SESSIONS AT G-FEST! 

That said, you want to make your model look as good as 
possible. When we judge, we are not judging the reasonableness of 
your paint job (ifyou want to create a PINK GODZILLA, we will judge 
a PINK GODZILLA). However, we will look atthingslike the accuracy 
of your lines... peering into your models eyesand at thewasheson 
their toenails, ruminating on the accuracy of your dry-brush technique 
(does your model look like it’s highlighted, or like it leaned against a 


wet fence?), and anything else that will separate the - well - the 
“Minyas” from the “Godzillas.” 

At G-FEST, if you’ve done an excellent job of the works cited above, 
you will win a 1 st Ribbon... very good nets you a 2nd Ribbon... and a 
betterthan average jobgets you a 3rd place. Everyone gets a 
participantribbonbecause...GETTINGOUTTHEREAND BEING 
CREATIVESTILLDESERVESACOMPLIMENT. Your model, sculpt,or 
altered-toy is still a unique creation... and the world needs morę 
uniquecreations. 

THINGS THAT ARE HARD TO JUDGE: Well, anything thatcan’tbe 
looked at very successfully by the above standards. For instance, an 
original LEGO sculpt may take a lot of building ingenuity, butcan’tbe 
judged by the standard assembly criteria or by the painting criteria. At 
times, work in other media - whether it’s metal, cloth, or rubber- may 
be judged with these standards - but think carefully before you place 
the work in the model show - it may belong in the ART SHOW. 

THE PRIZES : A selection of... 

BEST FIGURĘ (how it was builtand painted) by an adultora 
Junior Builder (under 17) builder will win a prize. 

BEST DIORAMA (morę than one figurę on an ORIGINAL BASE 
that tells a story) by an adult or junior will win a prize. 

BEST SCRATCH BUILT (original figurę) possibly by both an 
adult and a junior (at the Judges’ discretion) will win a prize. 

JUDGES’ PRIZEfor BEST OF SHOWand PEOPLE’S CHOICE 
AWARD - Why 2 awards for best? Well, sometimes these awards go 
to the same model, but often they don’t. Very often the PEOPLE’S 
CHOICE goes to the kit that looks the coolest when you enter the 
room, but the JUDGES’ CHOICE goes to the kit that survives twenty 
minutes of close inspection and arguing about it’s merits. Both of 
these points of view are valid - both valid reasons to give a prize. 

At this point, there are at least eight prizes at G-FEST... and 
there may be others, depending on the show’s sponsors and other 
things that may arise. 

JUDGES PRIZES - A bronze cast kaiju might get a special award... or 
a very tiny diorama might be overwhelmed by a giant diorama, but 
both might warrant special notice. IF WE CAN, WE’LL TRY TO GIVE 
PRIZESTO EVERYONE WHO DESERVES NOTICE FORGOING THAT 
EXTRADISTANCE.Thanks for entering.

And what better way to make use of your kaiju costume than in a 
video project involving tokusatsu? This year at G-FEST, filming of 
kaiju scenes will take place. The scenes will later be incorporated into 
a video production. In addition, costumes will also be featured in the 
popular Costume Paradę on Saturday evening. 

Tokusatsu instruction 

The Tokusatsu Room (Ballroom 5) will be open for 
observation on Friday morning. There will also be sessions on spfx 
techniques and using green and bluescreens. Check the convention 
Schedule for times.

The art thread has been changing over the past couple of 
years, establishing the guidelines outlined below. We hope to see 
continued increases in participation. 

Entry divisions: 

* Youth (under 15 years of age) 

* Novice Division: Any artist, any medium, 15 years or 
older, who is not a professional or commerical artists. 

* Open Division: Open to anyone. (Professional and 
Commercial artists must enter in this class) 

* Out-Of-Competition: Any person, at any skill level may 
enter out-of-competition and exclude their work from the judging 
procedurę. 

Size requirements: Nonę, however we ask that you be considerate 
of the other artists who are sharing the space. 

Subject guidelines: 

* Ali entries must be your own composition in any 
medium, including photography. 

* Subjects related to Kaiju characters and films, tokusatsu, 
and their other monster breathern are preferred, but sci-fi fantasy/ 
media in generał as well as original concepts are welcome. 

Ali entries must be of course "family friendly." (Think PG-13.) 

The competition is open to all media. Sculpture, photography, and 
non traditiona media are also welcome. (Balloon Sculpture, knitting. 


woodcarving, glasswork, jewelry, and so on). 

Mounting for display: All traditional artwork must be in good 
condition and properly mounted in protective materials (i.e. matting, 
mounting board, frames, or plastic sleeves.) The youth category is 
exempt from this requiremenl, (but it is still encouraged to best show 
off and protect the art piece.) The art Staff will place the work in the 
art room. 

Return of artwork: All artists are responsible for picking their art 
up on Sunday before they leave. (If you are leaving G-FEST sooner, 
please let the art Staff on site know, and of course please, PLEASE 
take your art when you leave.) G-FEST will not be responsible for 
any art left behind. 

Other important things you should know: 

* When you drop off your artwork, please fili out an entry 
card (provided by the art Staff) with your name, title of piece, 
medium, and entry category (youth, novice, open, or out of competi¬ 
tion) printed neatly. This is for display with your artwork, so please 
make surę the printing is neat and legible. 

* The title and the artisfs name and contact infonnation 
must be printed on the back of each piece, or securely attached to 3- 
D work. 

* All artwork must have a unique title for positive identifi- 
cation. "Untitled #1" is not acceptable.
